2. In order to augment the availability of raw materials to textile mdu'tty, it has been de¬ 
cided to include the item “Polyester Filament Yarn” under Para 90 of Section I of the Policy 
Book (Volume I) for the period April 1977—March 1978 under the scheme of direct allotment 
of imported raw materials to Actual Users by the canalising agency, vide amendment at S No. 
2 in Para r of this Public Notice. The following categories of Actual Users should register 
their requirements in respect of Polyester Filament Yarn with the S.T.C in terms of the provisions 
indicated in Paras 91—93 of Section I of the Policy Book (Volume I) for the period April 1977.— 
March 1978:— 

(1) Units holding industrial licences or registration certificates under item Nos, 23(1)= 
23(3) and 23(5) of the 1st Schedule to the Industries (Development and Regulations) 
Act, 1931; 

(il) Art-silk units registered with the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, and holding permits 
issued by the ^Textile Commissioner, Bombay, including cooperative societies of 
powcrloon owners whose looms arc covered by the permits issued by the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay; 

(ill) Registered Associations of authorised art-silk powcrloom owners; 

(iv) Warp knitting machines and auto shuttle embroidery machine owners ; 

(v) Hosiery and knitwear manufacturers ; 

(vi) Independent crimpers, doublers and twisters; 

(vii) Cooperative Socictics/RegistcrCd Associations/Corporations of Handloom Weavers; 
and 

(viii) Actual Uiers engaged in the manufacture of surgical sumres. 

3 Exportcrs/nominec manufacturers who have, during the period from 22-8-1977 thriigh 
2-9-1977, entered into firm commitments by way of irrevocable letters of credit to import Polyester 
Filament Yarn against REP licences in accordance with the import policy for Registered Exporters 
then in force, will be allowed to import such yarn directly that is, without going thn ugh tie 
canalising agency, to the cxent 1 f their entitlement,limited, however, to such firm commitment 
The evidence of such firm commitment will have to be furnisled by tie importers concerned 
to the satisfaction of the custom authorities at the time of clearance of the consignments 
concerned. 
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4 The import policy for Actual Users and Registered Exporters for the period April 1977— 
March 1978 may bo deemed to have been amended accordingly.
